Section 4, relating to the meetlng of conventions,
provides that the City Executive Commitlee shail
eiect by bal gt one member of tha ity Kxecative
Cor muittes to organize ench of the siid convantions

or pominating candidates for clity and counotiy
onlces, ope member to organize the Jualeial Cone
veution, and one member to organize each conven-
1100 to nominate Senalors and Congressmen, when.
eyver sald conventions are to be heid, and shall ap-
point some reputable citizens who shail reside in
the legislative distriot to organize the conventions
for nominating candidates for the Legisiature, And
no member 80 ¢lected shall be 4 member of ebiher
of the satd conventiong, (This will do away with
e confusion and disorder which usual'y attented
the organlzation of recent conventionsa.) When the
convention is permanently organized the p-rson
80 elected shall retire, The permanent organisn.
tion shal remaln in secret session, admitting only
nowspaper reportera al thwir diseretion,

The remalning sections of the rule relate to the
duties of the oflicers, the manner of aking nomi-
pations, ete,, provide for the places of meeung, and
state the Iaw regarding contested seates,

Rule V1 provides for the reglatry or volers,

Hule Vi1 lays down the regulations for the holding
of primary elections,

Hules VIII, IX, X, X1, relating to the fallare of
conventions to comply with the reguiations, the
holding of State apd National Conventions, and
alterations and amendments, 4o not QUTer mate-
rially from those in use last year,

OUR MILITIA.

How the Plny-Seoldiers of the City Figure in
the Adjutant-tienernt’s Repore,

Adjutant General Russell, in his anoual report
for the yeur ending November 30, 1870, extracts
from which were published by us yesterday,
#ays that all the military organizations in the
State comprise 972 commissioned officers and
13,804 entlsted men. In the Firet Division alone,
which includes the militia of this elity, have
regimental organizations been completed. The
division comprises four brigades, fourteen regi-
mental organizations, and five indapcm_l-eul.
companies of different arms ol the service. Tue
11th, 12th and 18cth Begiments, colored troops,
constitute a provisional brigade.

e services and exerclses celebratlng the
g1 -contennial anniversary of the fomndation
ol the Pennsylvania Institution for the Deaf and
Dumb began this morning with a special sor-
vice, and will be concluded thls evening by a
m,i»‘l-er and seeembly o the asylum bullaiong.

he programme fixed for the oceasion lo-
cludes a special preliminary service, the regular
anniversary eervice and exercises, with ad-
dresees and orations, the supper and the
aésembly.

The speclal preliminary service began at 12
o'clock, noon, in 8L, SBtephen's P, E, Chureh,
Tenth sireet, below Market. At 2 o'cloek In the
afternoon the regular anniversary exercises
began at the Rev. Dr. Wylie's Church, on Broad
sireet, opposite the lnstitution. John Carlin,
Esq., of New York elty, bad been appointe! o
deliver the oration for the day at this time, or o
his abeence Professor Pyatt, of Philudelphia, as
his substiiute. This oration Is delivered on-
tirely in the muate's sign language, and Rav. Dr,
Clere and Joshua Foster, Kaq., the principal of
the institution, are the inlerpreters for the bene-
fit of hearing persona. The festive gathering
will take place this evening in one of the halls
of the jostitution. It will counslst of & grand
eocinl assembly and a fine sapper, and only
those mutes bolding tickets will be admitged.
The tickets have been In active demand f(or
eome time past, and & very vumerous satlead-
ance Is expected.

AN IMPROVEMENT.

Deepening of the Chnonel of the Delaware at
Wilmington.

Lieutenant-Colonel of Engineers J. D, Kartz,
U. 8. A,, having his office in this city, has just
opened proposals for the deepening of Wilming-
ton barbor, The operations for the improve-
ment of this barbor have been heretofore con-
fined to dredging, and  the ageregate expeodi-
ture for that purpose has thus far been, on the
part of the United States, 832,356, The method
now proposed I8 (o dredge a chanonel 12 feet
deep and 200 feet wlde tbrough the bar which
crofses the mouth of Christisoa river, and up
that strenm as far as the mouth of Brandywioe
creek, There Is now but eight feet of water at
extreme low tide, and this s a serions
bar to the commercial Intervsts of
that  fast-growing ecity, for onl the
smaller clags of vessels can ascend the river. In
addition to this lmprovement, it i= «luo intended
on the part of the sutborities to remove a large
rock which lies in the channel, and about pine
feel below low water mark. No work has been
done since 1840 to improve this channel. and
when it is rendered navigable for the heaviest
vegsels, the lucrease In the commercial pros-
perity of Wilmington will receive n decided lin-
petus. The estimate for dredging the channal
throogh the bar, and the removal of 120,000
cublie vards of earth, Is 846 000, A New Yorker
is the Jowest Lidder for the work, bul the award
has not yet been decided upon.

The verdiet of the jury was, “That the decensed
came to his death from compresslon of the broin
caneed by a fracture of the skull, the result of
violence from a fall or a blow."” The Mayor has
been notified of the occurrence.

This morning, about half-past eleven o'cloclk,
while Lhe Mayor wns yet immersed in the
troubles nccruing from the recent robbery at
the Kentlngton Bank, and with his Detective
Corps was devising a method to trap the anda-
cions marauders, Messenger Gallagher, who
with an unslee 111:2 vigilance watches Lthe door
that leads into His Hounor's sanctum, rasked into
hls presence with alarm stamped upon his face
and this unstamped message in his hand: —

“P,, B, AND W, RAILROAD STATION.—A Tiot In pro-
gress on the line of the road here. Send rellefr.”

The Mayor at once called in more of his
truety gervants, to discuss this new evil, for, to
gay the least, the telegram was amblguous,
From one of his lientenants he,however,learned
that on the new road which the Baluimore Rail
road Company are constructing In the south-
western section of the city a large gang of
Milesian laborers are employed, who intersperse
the drudgery of the day with lively skirmishes,
in which heretofore, thongh none were killed,
many were bruised and knocked quite out of
countenance.

The Mayor at once ordered details of men to
be sent from the First and Beventesnth distriets
to the scene of the struggle, and, in addition,
that \he officers of the law might not be with-
ont a proper commander, sent Lieutenant
Thomnse, of the Reserves, and four of his subor-
dinates as alde, in post haste speed to the scene.

It has been customary, on past monthly pay-
days, for these freshly-imported Irishmen to
celebrate the event with ¢lub Aights and whisky.
This i2 what's the matter with them now. Itis
the peacenble people who happen to live in the
vicinity where the new road is being put down
who ask the protection of the police,

In e Nutshell,

Lieut. Thomas arrived on the seene, near the
junetion of the Gray's Ferry rond with the Phila-
delphia, Wilmington, and Baltimore Rallread,
at 12 o'clock, MHere he fonnd assembled about
250 laborers, who had struck for higher wages.
They were receiviog $1°35 per dlem, bat de-
manded #1°50. They quit work in a body at @
o'¢lock this morplog, and In & body, shouting
and swinging their shillelahs, proceeded down
the rond to a quamy where a number of men
were at work. These they forced to suspend
operntions, thongh the contractor drew a pistol
and threatened to shoot the ringleaders. Then
the strikers proceeded to the junction, where was
the office ot Isaae F, Brennan, who has the con-
tract for laylrg this section of the new road,
and demanded their pay, declaring that no work
sbould be dope on that road antil thelr mooey
was forthcoming. While they were at this
place Lieutenant Thomas and hls men arrived
on the scene, and by no foree of arms, but a
little moral suasion, quieted the mob, advised
the contractor te pay the strikers to-morrow,
and soon bad the plessure of scelng the Mile-
¢lan host moving peaceably in the direction of
their homes. Thus was a sanguipary struggle
avolded,
